The Korean National Oonvention which has been in 
session in Frenchtown for several months completed its work 
a fow days ago. Many subjects are reported to have been 
aisocussed at the Convention, including proposals for the 
re-organization of the Korean Provisione1l Government. These 
discussions revealed considerable differences of opinion 
among the delegates who are divided into three parties. The 
strongest party, which has Gonmmist Sympathies and is well 
supplie’i with funds, demanded that the independence movement 
wemtd be remodeled in accordance with their views. The 


second strongest party advocate the shaping of the independence 
movement on democratic lines, while the third and weakest 
party consisting of the Old Provisional Government consider 
that tnhey should be allowed to retain power, but should be 
strengthened with financial support from the other partios.
